In the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation because 
invention I requires only one resonator whereas invention II requires two resonators 
for testing a material quantity. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search 
required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
